Public health work in the test or? 
ganized communities te now fully 
recognized as the highest goal of

disease. There is an indefinite urd- 
erstanding that they should in some 
way advise as to the measures to

tice. Wuropean countrizs pay more 
attention to active sanitary meas-

from typhoid fever. The activity jn 
the United States and Canada is 
more evident’ chiefly because } their 
task is propartionately greater, and 
new fields have to be Conquered as 
new communities are being estatlish 
ed. Of the many spheres of activity 
one is jmpressed by the appreciation 
of the public to the revelation’ of 
the truth of medical practice. The 
(secrecy of medical. practice in'‘the 
past has made possible the develop- 
ment of quackery in ‘unscrupulous 
‘practitioners. The natural repugn- 
ance on the part’ of medical pract- 
loners to appear as Commercial ad- 

\isers has allowed the unscrupulous 
Beceies of diplomas to gain enor- 
| mous advantage by using the pub- 
licity of the press in many forms 
for the extension of their names and 
“‘gnecialties.’’ 

After many experiments in com- 
bating this field the conscientious 
members of the profession have de- 
cided that the only way to instruct 
the public is to meet publicity with 
publicity, not in the former sense 
in using the pronoun, but in the 
frank discussion of the methods of 
the methods of those making false 
representations. Until the medical 
profession admits a frankness to the 
patient and until the patient under- 
stands that they should not put a 
-blind faith in the drug that comes 
out of a bottle, quackery, will flour- 
ish. To the patient it should ke 
said that the doctor can diagnose 
condition merdy from#t] e\.relatio 
of{ symptoms ot. the ‘appearance © ‘0 
the patient sitting in his chair with 
‘his clothes on. No matter how skill- 
{ed the physician, he must make us2 
lof a thorough examination of his 


patient in all the symptoms, respir- , 
; atory, nervous, 


alimentary, and ur- 
inaty before being able to give an 
opinion. 

The practice in the United Stat:s 
of sending newSpaper reporters with 
a false line of symptoms to the sus- 
pected medical quacks and the full 
raport of the interyiew with the 
quacks being exposed, has resulted 
in the people being warned of the 
existence of such. The Health de- 
partment of every community is jus- 
tified in analysing the standing of 
every medical practitioner in the 
community from time to time, or 
even Constantly doing so, and when 
it is apparent that there are fals2 
practitioners in the Community the 
fact should be made known to the 
public. This is only one of the 
ifields open to the Public Health Ser- 
ice,

Mr. Dennis placed the matter te- 
fore the delegates "n a strong speech 
in which he drew a grave picture of 
present conditions, declaring ,the 
time had passed for ‘‘hot-air'’ con- 
ditions in the city, and that it was 
time to face matters as they stood. 

He characterized the convention as’ 
one of the most important that had 
been held in the province of Alberta 
since '.ts inception, and for this rea- 
son, the ten years of marvelous de- 
velopment in the west, probably un- 
equaled at any time in any place 
on the habitable globe, having  re- 


ceived a natural check, the province ' 


of Alberta, in common with the 
rest of the west, was face to face 
with serious problems. Only by the 
solution of this could prosperity te 
brought about. The urban centres, 
he charged, were.ten years in ad- 
vance of what was justified by rural 
development. Of the half million peo- 
ple in Alberta, 300,000 were on the 
land, and the remaining 200,000 were 
in the urban centres. He declared 
that the population had to he shift- 
ed until at least two-thirds were on 
the land and one-third were in the 
towns and cities. With the collapse 
of railway construction, of municipal 
and other public works, hard times 
had come, But Where?
